Some recent germination tests of 
seed corn from farmers’ supplies at 
the Purdue (Ind.) agricultural experi­ 
ment station indicate that there is 
prob ab ly a lot of corn intended for 
seed which will not germinate, or. at 
least, has b een seriously injured, on 
account of Its having b een exposed in 
out-b uildings while still in a more or 
less moist condition during the period 
of extremely low temperatures early 
In-Feb ruary. 
A convenient home tester can b e 


set In a warm place, b ut not near a 
stove. 
The ordinary living room or 
a place of similar temperature will do 
perfectly. 
Keep the soil thoroughly 
moist. All kernels which do not send 
out strong roots and 
stem sprouts 
within five days, under these condi­ 
tions. should b e considered as too 
weak to properly germinate under or­ 
dinary field conditions. If the germin­ 
ation of any lot of kernels is unsatis­ 
factory. the ear from which they came 
should b e discarded. 
Ab out 96 per 
cent of the kernels should germinate 
strongly within the five days.

b oards, tightly wrapping around It, at 
Intervals of ab out an inch and a half, 
crosswise and lengthwise, a long piece 
of strong cord or light wire, and filling 
it with fine, moist soil or sand. The 
Biirface of the soil or sand in the tray 
will thus b e marked off Into inch and 
a half squares. The squares may b d 
marked more permanently oy fasten­ 
ing the cross wires in the sides and 
ends of the tray. A tray of this kind, 
two b y three feet In size, will b e large 
enough to make an Individual ear test 
of ab out five b ushels of seed ears at 
one time. 
The test will not b e complete unless 
each ear Is tested b y Itself. Take five 
kernels out of each ear. from different 
T>arts, and place them In one of the 
squares In the tester, pressing them 
firmly into the soil. The ears of com 
ahonld he so arranged In single rows 
on a shelf, tab le or floor that the one 
I corresponding to each square In the 
tester Is filled. Moisten the soil thor­ 
oughly, cover with an old gunny sack 
to keep the surfaoe from drylns.
